Wall street is rcpre 
scnted as being more concerned with th 
dangers of hostile legislation against th 
corporations in-the. states-than in any 
tbing--which"the president - or the -con 
gress -may do toward extending the pow 
c'i'8 of the federal government over in 
lerstate commerce. 
The evils of ovc 


capitalization, watered stock, and stocl 
manipulation have been forcibly brough 
to the. attention of the general public by 
the recent investigations of the inter 
state commerce commission. 


Prophetic Words in 1887 


Had the several states followed the 


advice given them twenty years ago by 
Jlr. Spooner, there would be no need to 
day of any further legislation respecting 
tie control by the govsrnment of cor 
porations engaged in transportation by 
rail. It was almost with prophetic ey< 
that Mr. Spooner, serving his first years 
as a national legislator and himself onlj 
a little more than 40 yeara old, looked 
into the future and pointed out the dan 
gers that would come to the country and 
the corporations unless different methods 
should be adopted by the states in the 
granting of franchises to railroad com- 
panies. 


It was on January 14, 1887, that Sen- 


ator Spooner made his first speech in the 
United States senate.- That body had 
under consideration the repori .of the con- 
ference .committee on the bill.to estab- 
lish the interstate commerce commission 
The maiden speech of the young senator 
from Wisconsin probably attracted little 
attention. He had yet to win his spurs 
in the national forum as a debater, law 
yer and legislator. That he was given 
some- attention is attested' by the fact 
that he occupied tho floor for several 
hours and was interrupted and question- 
ed by Senators Hoar, Edmunds, Platt of 
Connecticut, Teller, and Aldrich. 


Railroads Built Too Fast. 


Jn the opening paragraphs of this 


speech Senator Spooner indulged in the 
cproment which is of special interest at 
this time. Mr. Spooner said: 


"The rapid growth of the country, the 


stimulus of war, the flush times follow- 
ing the resumption of specie payments 
nnd the wild spirit of speculation which 
flush times always bring, led to the too 
rapid construction of 
railways.

have been built; where they were' not 
needed, and for purely speculative pur 
poses. The strife betwen the competing 
companies - has grown to 
bo wild- and

An expert of the Austrian army, Count 


Kodie, has been interesting himself ia the 
possible contingency of a waV between 
Japan and the United States. Such is 
his interest that it overflows into 
a 


pamphlet and in -this he gives fr;>e ex- 
pression not only to his1 own conception 
of things, but relates what he knows as 
to the great activity of the. Japanese, in 
preparing war material and building war 
vessels. This expert na,turaily proceeds 
to scan our weak point and selects the 
entire Pacific coast as that weak point, 
and which he says is open to any attack 
hp tho. Japs and in event of attack would 
offer to them in all probability victory 
and control of our coa»t line.' 


Count Rodi is a close observer evident- 


ly from his observations nnd this view 
has not been in the least unfamiliar to 
our own experts. As to the preparations 
being made by the Japanese government 
lie says their work is even to the point of 
feverishntiss with r>0,000 men employed in 
her arsenals manufacturing the 
most 


modern weapons of war including cannon 
of various sizes. Besides the arsenals aro 
the factories iu which cartridges 
are 


made for all arms nnd in these lie says 
2(1,000 men arc employed. Then 'further 
the arsenals arc turning out 500 rifles 
pe: dav and the works ;at Tokio 'which 
are at work on shells will soon be" making 
000 per day for the artillery to be used 
in.'the fields. 


It is just as well 'or Americans t? look 


nt this thing square in 'the face, for the 
opinion is by no moans concealed, thai, 
our next war will be with Japnn and that 
this is the design of Japan and the mean- 
ing of preparatory work now in progress. 
Of course this view may be all a mistake, 
but tho great activities- of 
the. little 


brown people in the war preparing line, 
together with their extreme cockiness, 
would seem to afford nn idea that while 
we may dodge them for a while., it is 
bound to come because Japan wants it 
to come. 


As to thc^iavy of Japan-. This too, is 


beine rushed and the superior advantages

The 


well to be cautious. 
The sooner wo. su- 


cure a more powerful navy, tlte better, 
and the quicker we fully protect our ex- 
posed sea coast, cities', the safer we will 
be.
